14 (AP).—The body of Mrs. Ruth 
Rawlins, wife of a wealthy, retired 
metallurgist, was found in a shal- 
low grave near Gainesville, Fia., 
early today and two taxicab driv- 
ers were held charged with the 
murder of the 35-year-old Canadian 
woman. 

Police Chief E. D. Vaughn said 
the two St. Petersburg cab drivers 
admitted they Killed Mrs. Rawlins 
Wednesday night and hauled her 
body 115 miles in a taxicab before 
hiding it in a roadside grave. First

WASHINGTON, March 14.—Pres- 
ident Roosevelt will address the na- 
tion by radio for 30 minutes on the 
“lease-lend” program beginning at 
8:30 o'clock tomorrow night, St.

As guests of the White House 
correspondents, many persons of 
prominence will hear the President’s 
address. Among those who have 
accepted invitations are Wendell 
L. Willkie, British Ambassador Vis- 
count Halifax, Secretary of State 
Hull, other members of the Cabinet 
and leading members of Congress. 


Defense Labor Board. 


An indication that an 1i-man 
defense labor mediation + board 
would be created with mediation 
powers and voluntary rather than 
compulsory arbitration authority 
developed today from a conference 
between the President and AFL 
President William Green. 

Earlier the Chief Executive at 
his press conference, said a decision 
on establishing a mediation board 
might. be made next week. 

The board would handle labor 
troubles in the defense program. 

Green said his understanding of 
the proposed new setup was that it 

would have four representatives of 
industry, four of labor and three 
from the general public. The labor 
membership, he said, would be di- 
vided equally between the AFL and 
CIO. 

The Chief Executive would make 
the appointments, he said, but he 
asserted no names were mentioned 
in his conference with Roosevelt. 
Earlier the name of Ex-Gov. Lloyd 
C. Stark of Missouri, had been sug- 
gested. 


Federation Favors It.

Full Moon for Attack.

(German reports said 50 persons 
were killed in Hamburg.) 

Other targets near the mouth of 
the Elbe River, between Hamburg 
and the North Sea coast were “left 
burning fiercely,” the Air Muinis- 
try communique said. 

Bombers of the same command 
went on to blast Rotterdam, in The 
Netherlands, where more huge fires 
were reported started. 

Bremen, where sprawling ship- 
yards turn out many of Germany’s 
ships, again was attacked, but on 
a smaller scale than on Wednesday 
night. Emden, a major Nazi naval 
base, also was said to have come 
in for attack. Single British air- 
craft also splashed bombs on two 
airdromes in The Netherlands, the 
British said. 

Ship Sunk at Night. 

The Air Ministry said the Nazi 
ship sunk off the Frisians was of 
3000 tons and was the victim of a 
torpedo-launching Beaufort plane 
which pounced on it in the moon+ 
light. 

“The pilot. dived low,” an Aijir 
Ministry news service account said. 
“His torpedo struck amidships and 
an explosion was followed by a 
drifting mass of smoke.

WITH THE MIDDLE EASTERN 
COMMAND, March 14.—Somewhat 
everiooked in’ the news because of 
recent internationa! events, the im- 
perial column from Kenya today 
had swept up to within striking 


distance of the important road 

from Addis Ababa to the sea. Al- 

most, one might say, it had come 
within striking distance of the end 
of the Ethiopian war. 

In many ways, this campaign is 
even more fantastic than that of 
the Western Desert whose tech- 
niques of swiftness and audacity 
it has so freely borrowed. Only 
yesterday, or the day before, as it 
were, these troops crossed the bor- 
der onto the blistering lava beds 
and attacked along the Juba River. 

Today, with the remnants of an 
army of 33,000 men dispersing into 
the hills behind them, they are 
once more a menace—possibly the 
last menace—to the harried Duke 

d'Aosta, who is probably now won- 
dering about h‘s next line of re- 
treat. 
Miracle of Accomplishment. 

The columns moved so quickly 
that official announcements have 
generally been miles behind. For 
the most part the drive has gone 
in silence, but there is no secret 
about the heartbreaking test to 
which it was set or the miracle of 
its accomplishment. 

For more than 600 miles this fly- 
ing wedge has come through the 
Ogaden Desert, a chaos of boulders, 
sharp stones, knife-edged frag- 
ments of volcanic glass in haphaz- 
ard piles or strewn in great bar- 
riers—hot stones, hot sands—sky- 
lines dizzy with the heat of 135 de- 
grees, foreground mercifully veiled 
in hot, yellow dust. 

There are fiat bare patches 
where the earth’s crust cracks like 
chocolate under foot, curls up and 
falis to dust—flat bare steppes of 
weathered lava, filled with pot- 
holes spiked with fragments of 
porphyry. 

Troops in rattling trucks are 
chilled by the quick evaporation of 
sweat while roasting in the sun— 
always on the verge of speechless- 
ness, with powdery muck filling 
their nostrils and throats. You 
carry your own water and gaso- 
line, and you don’t rest much be- 
cause it’s too hot to sleep by day 
and in the cool of the evening you 
are driving forward again. By 
night, roving hyenas stand off in 
the distance and run and howi as 
the column goes by. 

The road north from Mogadiscio, 
mever very good even after the 
Italians gave a surface to the dusty 
trail across the flats, is now cut 
up by heavy transports of the re- 
treat, by booby traps left behind, 
and rarely—scarcely ever now—by 
shells dropped in rear-guard ac- 

on. 

Skeleton trees, gray and leafless, 
rise in patches from the stony rub- 
ble. At high water they may be 
green again, but not now. Eternal 
drouth has squared off parts of the 
desert with deep fissures which 
make it dangerous even for camels. 
The flat land breaks into a region 
of steppes with hare greenery in 
arroyos. 

Jijigga, the present objective of 
the British thrust, lies at the foot 
of the escarpment which follows the 
railroad all the way to Addis Ababa. 
It is about 40 miles east of Harrar 
and even in the grandiose yearnings 
of Premier Mussolini for empire 
has never been much as a town. 

In the days of infrequent cara- 
vans inbound from the coast, it was 
a sort of camel station. After a pe- 
riod of commercial depression which 
the natives probably did not notice, 
the high freight rates on the rail- 
road restored overland traffic and 
it became one principal stop on the 
route over which Japanese mer- 
chandise found its way from Ber- 
bera to the capital. Always, despite 
its sometimes fetid water supply

ATHENS, Greece, March 14 
(AP).—British Royal Air Force

Greek dispatches said five Ital-

A furious assault by waves of 
Italian soldiers over a wide front 
around Tepeleni in the south cen- 
tral sector was beaten back, the 
Greeks said, and great losses were 
suffered by the Fascists. 

Greek dispatches from the front 
said Mussolini would return to 
Rome from his visit to the front 
empty-handed and “covered with 
shame” after failure of the offen- 
sive he had personally ordered. 

Mussolini was said in these dis- 
patches to have been in Tirana, 
Albanian capital, since yesterday 
and was expected to leave for 
Rome tomorrow, the date he had 
set to announce a “big success” in 
Albania. 

These reports said it was not 
known whether he would be ac- 
companied by Marshal Pietro Ba- 
doglio, former Chief of Staff, who 
was said in unconfirmed advices to 
have been sent to Albania recently 
to report personally on the situa- 
tion to King Vittorio Emanuele.

Similar to That Used for 
Hay Fever. 


CHICAGO, March 14 (AP).—De- 
velopment of a simple one-hour 
test for pregnancy, probably the 
most remarkable discovery of its 
kind ever made, was announced 


today by the Dniversity of Illinois 
College of Meiicine. 

The new mathod is a skin test, 

very much like those used for al- 
lergy such as hay fever. Besides 
indicating pregnancy in 30 minutes 
to an hour, it is easy to give and 
inexpensive. 
The university’s doctors have 
quietly made several hundred trials 
of the new test during the past 
year. They reported that it is 98 
per cent reliable and detects preg- 
nancy as early as two weeks. 

The skin test was developed by 
Dr. Frederick H. Falls, head of the 
department of gynecology and ob- 
stetrics, who has studied the prob- 
lem since 1914; Dr. V. C. Freda of 
that department and Dr. H. H. 
Cohen of the psysiological chemis- 
try department. Dr. William H. 
Welker, head of the physiological 
chemistry department, acted as 
consultant, 

The test consists of. injecting into 
the skin of the forearm, with a 
fine hypodermic needle, a minute 
amount of colostrum, a watery 
liquid secreted in the breasts dur- 
ing pregnancy. | 

No reaction occurs if the woman 
is pregnant, but if she isn’t, the 
point of injection begins to look 
as if she had a mosquito bite. A 
reddish area one to two inches in 
diameter appears. This bump 
raises within an hour and disap- 
pears in four or five hours. 

Women who are not pregnant 
are so sensitive to it that only 
one-fiftieth of a cubic centimeter, 
about the size of three pinheads, 
is needed for the test. 

The colostrum for tests is ob- 
tained from women about to have 
their first babies.

Smoke of moderate intensity was 
recorded today at the Weather Bu- 
reau, beginning at 5:30 a.m.

The disclosure about the cruisers 
was found in an inconspicuous table 
of combat shipbuilding which the 
House Appropriations Committee 
made public. 

There were no details as to char- 
acteristics of the ships, but’ the 
table showed they would cost a to- 
tal of $320,400,000, $53,400,000 each. 
It was not stated whether this fig- 
ure included armament or was only 
for hull and machinery. If the cost 
of armament is to be added the 
completed ships would cost almost 
as much as $70,000,000 battleships of 
the 35,000-ton type. 

Navy Silent on Ships. 

At the time the two-ocean navy 
program was authorized last July, 
there was testimony before the 
House Naval Committee that cruis- 
ers as large as 27,000 tons might be 
undertaken as an answer to the 
threat of “pocket battleships” and 
other long-range, powerful sea raid- 
ers being developed by other Pow- 
ers. The navy, however, has main- 
tained strict silence regarding the 
tonnages and other characteristics 
of all its new ships. 

In view of the estimated cost of 
the new vessels there was some 
doubt that the battle cruisers 
would be as large as those of the 
same category in other navies. For 
instance, the British battle cruiser 
Hood, the world’s largest combat 
vessel, is of 42,000 tons’ displace- 
ment. 

There was no indication from 
the table where the new craft were 
being built, but apparently the con- 
struction is just in the preliminary 
stages. The table showed that the 
navy expected to spend $1,100,000 
on the vessels during the year 
ending June 30 and $7,000,000 in 
the succeeding fiscal year. Subse- 
quent to July 1, 1942, the table 
showed the balance of $312,300,000 
will be spent. 

More Heavy Cruisers. 

It also was disclosed that under 
the 70 per cent expansion law, the 
navy is building four heavy cruis- 
ers and 23 light cruisers.

Effect on Rates. 

In an or © presentation Wednes- 
day before the Rates and Research 
Division of the Federal Power 
Commission, R. E. Eggeman of Iili- 
nois-lowa said the contract would 
mean a net reduction in costs to 
his company and this reduction 
would be passed on to consumers. 
It would not mean an immediate 
change in the rate structure, how- 
ever, he added. 

Under the contract, Mississippi 
River Fuel will furnish natural 
gas to Illinois-lowa at 28% cents 
per thousand cubic feet for do- 
mestic and commercial consumers 
and at 23 cents for industrial con- 
sumers, 

Last year [Illinois-Iowa bought 
644,000,000 cubic feet of natural gas 
from Mississippi River Fuel, usihg 
the gas to enrich its manufactured 
product which contains 565 British 
Thermal Units per cubic foot. The 
natural gas contains 970 to 9380 
BTUs. 

Mississippi River Fuel sells nat- 
ural gas directly to large industrial 
users on the East Side and in St. 
Louis, getting the fuel by pipe line 
from Louisiana and Texas. The 
corporation sells natural gas to the 
Laclede Gas Light Co. of St. Louis, 
which mixes it with manufactured 
gas. Benjamin C. Comfort, vice- 
president and general manager of 
Mississippi River Fuel, said his 
firm has ample facilities to furnish 
natural gas to meet all needs of the 
St, Louis area. 

Could Buy Gas ° 

The proposed contract specified 
that Illinois-Iowa shal] take all 
its requirements from the pipe- 
lines, except that it may continue 
to buy natural gas available local- 
ly within a radius of 10 miles. At 
present Illinois-Iowa buys gas from 
a few local wells near Edwardsville. 
Under the new agreement, of 
course, the gas manufacturing plant 
would not be operated, except for 
emergency service.

T HE outlines of the new top- 


side overhead for production 

for defense are not very clear. 
The so-called “war cabinet” con- 
sisting of Hull, Morgenthau,. Stim- 
son, Knox and Wickard sometimes 
~—with Harry Hopkins as a kind of 
executive secretary, is. all right 
for some purposes, but if anybody 
thinks it will in any way speed 
production he is indulging Gen. 
Homer Lea’s old idea of the valor 
of ignorance. 

It is all right for discussion of 
broad general policy—for example 
about how much American Army 
and Navy armament to turn over 
to Britain. There are strong men 
in that council. For the first time 
in many years the War Depart- 
ment has a secretary who can’t be 
pushed around where the interests 
of the Army are concerned and so 
has the Navy. Stimson and Knox 
are Republicans who have clearly 
shown that they are taking no 
partisan advantage of their posi- 
tion and would even lean over 
backward to avoid that. But any- 
body who has known these men 
for years, knows that they think 
for themselves, think American, 
will speak and defend their opin- 
ions, and would depart from office 
rather than compromise them. 
This is also clearly true of Mr. 
Hull. 

Whether or not you approve of 
Harry Hopkins’ views, make no 
mistake about the fact that he 
has a very quick mind .f great 
ability. He’ is as devoted to the/5 
President’s policies as was the late 
Louis Howe.

Too Much Detail. 


But for the intricate daily de- 
tail of production management it 
will be so plainly worse than use- 
less that perhaps most commenta- 
tors have misread the intent of it 
as being for any such purpose.

Comparison With Stuka.° 


The speed requirement would in- 
dicate a maximum performance of 
at least 350 miles an hour. The 
German Junkers Stukas, used ex- 
tensively in Norway, the ‘invasion 
of the Low Countries, the battle of 
France and the assault on England, 
have a top speed in level flight of 
about 250 miles an hour. 


They aive'on objectives with the 
use of “flaps,” or air brakes, at 
250 to 300 miles an hour, Reduced 
speed in normal high-velocity dives 
is required for accuracy in releas- 
ing bombs.

» | pertaining to bomb loads would in- 


dicate a capacity of at léast 2200 
pounds of explosives. Current “pro- 
duction” dive bombers of. the navy 
carry 1000 pounds of bombs, and 
the Stukas carry from 550 to 4100 
pounds depending on the distance 
to the target and the nature of 
the objective. 


The new plane, fitted with a 
1700-horsepower Wright Cyclone en- 
gine, is considerably larger: and 
heavier than any known types in 
the service of England, Italy or 
Germany.

OW grave are the risks of the 
decision that has been made 
no one can foresee. But it is 
certain that had this decision been 
made sooner, the risks would have 
béen immeasurably smaller. Had 
the decision been delayed any long- 
er, the risks would have been im- 
mensely greater. As it is, the only 
way to diminish the risks of the 
policy is to execute it swiftly and 
with. all possible zeal. The risks 
are large because we are late. 
They will he very large if we are 
too late. They will be risks that 
this very great nation can manage 


if, late as it is, we are resolved not 


to be ‘too late and not to do too 
little. 


Our safety depends upon how 
quickly the country realizes that 
the more powerful its action is, 
the less.costly it. will be.

the Employment Service is gradual- 
ly becoming the central labor re- 
cruiting agency. Its 1500 — 
reach into every district of labor 
supply in the country. Holders of 
defense contracts have been asked 
by William 8S.

During the next month, the Em- 
ployment Service will call on work- 
ers to_register for defense jobs. 

The appeal for workers to regis- 
ter for defense jobs was made to 
every unemployed person capable 
of holding a job and to every per- 
son working in a non-defense in- 
dustry but who has skill that fits 
him for work in an aircraft, ship- 
building and machine tool plant 
or machine shop. Here is where 
the severe shortages are develop- 
ing. 

Application Figures. 

Regardless of how many are un- 

employed or how fast training pro- 
grams are moving the fact is that 
the Employment Service can count 
fewer than 25 workers on its lists 
looking for jobs in each of 100 de- 
fense occupations. Fewer than 10 
workers were hunting jobs in each 
of 62 separate defense occupations; 
from 10 to 24 were registered in 38 
others. These shortages ran 
through the foundry, forging, metal 
working, metal processing and air- 
craft occupations. 
The use of a central agency to 
find workers for defense jobs is 
said by officials to offer several 
immediate advantages over indis- 
criminate job hunting and employe 
hunting. 


It permits a close co-operation), 


between the job finding and job 


caused by the sudden shifts of 
workers from one place to another, 

WPA, perhaps the biggest single 
potential labor source is losing its 
men at the rate of about 90,000 a 
month. This means that about 5 
per cent of the total WPA workers 
are going off the rolls voluntarily 
each month. 

January WPA figures showed 
about 1,700,000 enrolled on its work 
lists. Howard Hunter, acting com- 
missioner, estimates the total will 
drop to 1,200,000 by the end of 
June. He estimated that every 
five new jobs in private industry 
takes one worker off WPA. 

Several reasons are found for 
the fairly slow absorption of WPA 
workers by private industry. One 
is the fact that four-fifths of the 
WPA workers are in areas that 
have received only one-fourth of 
the defense orders. 


Other Factors. 


But this is only one reason. The 
biggest group of WPA workers 
are more than 40 years old. It 
has a high percentage of unskilled 
workers, of women and of Negroes. 
The training vrogram has provided 
a quota which allows the training , 
of less than one WPA worker out 
of each 100 on the rolls. 

To trim the labor transfers which 
create housing shortages, Govorn- 
ment agencies have tried to pro- 
mote the use of idle labor on the 
scene of budding defense indus- 
tries. Where there have not been 
enough skilled workers in an area, 
training programs have been in- 
stalled.

FOR BETTER LABOR RELATIONS. 
We Americans have long had a rule of thumb which 
holds that an increase of strikes betokens good times. 
The argument supporting it runs something like this: 
When times are bad, jobs grow scarce and men hold 
onto what they have, even in the face of longer 
hours and lower wages, but when times are improv- 
ing and the demand for labor is increasing, they feel 
safe in asking for their share in the new prosperity. 
Of course. this rule is a great over-simplification, 
but it has, in the past, worked after a fashion. 

Good times of a sort—one can’t be too optimistic 
about a non-productive arms boom—are coming back 
again. And, sure enough, there are strikes and 
threats of strikes. Ordinarily, we might welcome 
these disturbances as paradoxical good omens, How- 
ever, since they are coming in the defense industries, 
we see them in another light. 

Obviously, interruptions and delays in our rearma- 
ment program must be held to an irreducible mint- 
mum. So a lot of persons are clamoring for anti- 
strike laws. Senator Ball of Minnesota, who went to 
Washington without benefit of election, wants an 
anti-labor law based on that of his home State. And 
there are other men with other schemes. 

In this connection, the report of the Twentieth 
Century Fund is very interesting. It foresees an 
increase in strikes, but it also warns—as did William 
Leiserson of the Labor Board some weeks ago—that 
strikes cannot be prevented by making them illegal. 
Americans still feel that they can walk off the job 
whenever they feel that they are not getting a square 
deal. Without going into the merits of any strike, 
this seems to us true beyond argument. Americans 
will strike, whether they have genuine cause or not, 
whenever they feel aggrieved. 

The question then is: What can we do in such 
a situation? The Twentieth Century Fund has an 
answer. It is an old one: voluntary arbitration. 
Well, no claim of originality is made for this rem- 
edy, but the point is made that we have never pro- 
vided anything like adequate machinery for arbitra- 
tion. There are such agencies as the Department 
of Labor’s conciliation service, the Railway Media- 
tion Board and various state boards, but all of them, 
according to the report, are woefully limited and 
understaffed. This is certainly true of the most im- 
portant of them, the Labor Departnient’s conciliation 
service. Those who have seen it belatedly send out 
a single man—where thousands and thousands of men 
are involved—will not question this for a moment. 

It would, therefore, seem’to be an excellent thing 
for Congress to enlarge this service. A conciliator, 
arriving promptly, can remove much misundgerstand- 
ing from a dispute and often prevent it from assum- 
ing serious proportions. If he comes only after 
passions are running high; he may well be too late. 
Suggestions to this end were submitted to the Presi- 
dent the other day. A special 11-man board, with for- 
mer Gov. Stark as a member, may be created. . 
And then there is the need for some independent, 
third-party arbitration agency. Neither the Labor 
Board nor the conciliation service is authorized by 
law to take any part in arbitration. 

Local boards set up to handle a single situation 
are rarely as effective-ag they might be. Often, one 
side or another feels that such a board has been 
“stacked” against it, and almost invariably such 
boards are set up only after a great deal of bickering 
and recrimination has resuited in a stalemate. By 
that time, both sides are convinced that they are 
right; the other fell is wrong, and there is noth- 
ing to arbitrate. Whatever does come of such arbi- 
tration is often considered as a kind of Versailles 
Treaty, to be overturned at the first opportunity. 
The advantages of a respected, independent agency 
at the very beginning of a dispute are thus obvious. 
As long as such arbitration is on a voluntary basis, 
the rights of neither side are sacrificed. Disputants 
can take it or leave it. In all probability, most of 
them will take it. At least it is worth trying before 
resorting to anti-strike laws and other such legisla- 
tion that condemns one side even before a dispute 
breaks out. Such measures may or may not reduce 
the number of tie-ups in defense plants, but they 
will not help American morale—and in these days 
morale is vital.

A curious note runs through the officially inspired 
German comments ompthe lease-lend bill’s passage. A 
spokesman in Berlin says: “The bill will prolong the 
war but it will not influence the result.” Marsha] 
Goering’s Essener National Zeitung goes further: 


We know and are convinced that in this in- 
stance there is such an abyss between intention 
and realization that American interventionists 
will not have time to bridge it, either in 1941 
or in the next year. 


Unless this comment is intentionally misleading, 
it amounts to an admission that the Nazis expect the 
war to last well into 1942. This would indicate 
either a definite abandonment or an indefinite post- 
ponement of the plan to invade England. Further- 
more, no amount of whistling in the dark can mask 
the fact that Germany’s chances of victory recede 
proportionally as the war lengthens. 

All this is a far cry from Dr. Goebbels’ boasts of 
the forthcoming spring plowing-under of England.

PORTSMOUTH.

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TAXATION FOR DEFENSE. 

There is talk in Washington of a 6 per cent pay- 
roll tax to raise at least some of the money needed 
for the defense program, No ouija board is necessary | 
to anticipate the reaction of those out of whose pay 
envelopes the money would be taken. . 

Congressmen, versed in the ways of cultivating 
the voters’ good will, are already pouring cold water) 
on the proposal. Even such a sound-money, bal- 
anced-budget man as Senator Pat Harrison hes 
rushed into print with the declaration that the 
Government should try no new forme of taxation. 

Here is one more example of the perennial Amer- 
ican effort to eat the cake and to have it, too. 
Defense appropriations already stand around 17 bil- 
lion dollars. In addition, the President is asking} 
for seven billions more to implement, the lease- 
lend plan. The Federal budget for 1942 indicates 
an over-all expenditure of well over 28 billions. And 
1941 and 1942 together are expected to add at least 
15 or 16 billions to the national deficit. 

There is talk now in Washington of a post-emer- 
gency deficit of 100 to 150 billions. Interest at : per 
cent on 100 billions would mean an annual charge on 
the Treasury of two billion dollars. And these guesses 
may prove to have been conservative. By way of com-} 
parison: The total increase in the national debt 
from 1931 through 1940 was 27 billions, 

The fact that it is necessary, vitally. necessary, to 
incur a debt—and no one will gainsay the necessity 
of defense expenditures—does not make it any less 
a debt. And debts must be met as they come due 
if our financial system .is to be maintained, 

Of course, it is possible—by borrowing—to post- 
pone the day of reckoning, But too much borrow- 
ing defeats itself.

CODE OF ETHICS URGE 
FOR MSI TEAGHERS 


Plan Covering Private Instruc- 
tors to Be Submitted’ 
to Convention, 


A code of ethics for private music 
teachers, designed to regulate com- 
petitive methods of obtaining pu- 
pils, will be proposed today at con- 
cluding sessions of the Missouri 
Music Teachers’ Association con- 
vention by Herbert Krumme, head 
of the music department of St. 
Benedict's College at Atchison, 
Kan. 

Krumme said the code would for- 
bid teachers to engage in such 
“selfish practices” as cutting fees, 
making disparaging remarks or do- 
ing too much self-advertising in ef- 
forts to obtain students or entice 
a “brilliant show student” away 
from his teacher. : 


He said he would propose that a 
committee be appointed to act on 
the suggestions, and report at the 
next convention. 

Physician, Lawyer Speak. 
At yesterday’s sessions, the 
teachers heard two non-professional 
St. Louis musicians, Dr. Arthur 
Proetz, a physician, and Clfford 
Greve Jr., lawyer, urge that teach- 
ers do more to foster the creative 
spirit in their pupils and less to 
make their studies a task of me 
chanical drudgery. 


Speaking on the subject “What 
Music Means to Me,” Dr. Proetz 
said: “If you teach your pupils 
to create, you have done something 
that counts. Some teachers fail to 
stimulate the imagination, thus 
making music drudgery.” 

Dr. Proetz said his principal 
source of enjoyment in listening 
to music comes from the imagery 
it evokes. As a person goes through 
life he accumulates impressions, 
which are summoned up again by 
music, he explained. 

“It permits me to project my- 
self into the companionship of ex- 
periences I have stored on the 
shelf,” he said. “For instance, 
when I hear Brahms’ Fourth I am 
walking again in the Black Forest. 
Use of Music in Conquest. 


Greve said music, though a force 
for good, can be used effectively 
by the “forces of evil.” In occupy- 
ing neighboring countries, he said, 
Hitler always sent along brass 
bands to divert his victims.

Says England Will Win if This 
Nation *‘Has Courage’ to 
Get Supplies to It. 


British nerves will win the war 
if the United States “has the cour- 
age to see that war materials get 
to England,” Leland Stowe, war 
correspondent for the Chicago Daily 
News and the Post-Dispatch, told 
700 members and guests of the 
Contemporary Club last night at 
Hotel Chase. 

Stowe, in the United States on 
leave after 17 months of war re- 
porting, asserted that Britain and 
its allies could win without an 
American expeditionary force. 
“Once England has air superiority, 
it will be possible for it to make 
landings on the continent with 
small motorized.units. When Brit- 


ish soldiers land with American 


machine guns, millions of Euro- 
peans now waiting for a chance to 
fight will know how to use those 
guns,” he said. 

Germany has been in a state of 
war for eight years, he added, 
“With bombing: from the air, Ger- 
man nerves, already strained, will 


‘Ibegin to crack, perhaps by a year 


from this spring. That will mean 
Hitler will have to call some of his 
widely-extended armies home to 
preserve order. This will make it 
easier for conquered peoples to 
rise.” 

A British victory, Stowe asserted 
would give Europe another chance 
to make a just peace. “To believe 
that the mistakes of the last treaty 
would be repeated is to believe that 
no human being ever learns any- 
thing, even by starvation,” he said. 
He spoke of the probability of fed- 
erations of groups of European 
states, the elimination of trade 
barriers, and an international po- 
lice force. : 

A German victory would mean 
the end of freedom in the world, 
Stowe said. He described German 
methods of “taking a country from 
the inside, methods by which the 
worst in human nature is exploited 
by threats and bribery.” Methods 
such as those which he said he 
saw successful in Scandinavia and 
the Balkans, he asserted, also would 
work in the United States. “If 
Hitler wins,” he predicted, “Amer- 
ica probably will have a dictator- 
ship in three years, at most, in 
five.” 

The speaker concluded, “the 
only safe course for America is to 
see that Britain does not lose. That 
méans, perhaps, convoys and the 
risk of war, but war is a minor 
matter compared with freedom.”

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CONTROL OF PRICES 


By JOSEPH ALSOP and ROBERT KINTNER 


_ WASHINGTON, March 14. 


N the last month, men in key 
| positions everywhere in the ad- 

ministration have grown more 
and more concerned about prices. 

One of those curious and appar- 
ently aimless governmental fer- 
ments, which always seem to lead 
nowhere and always prove to be the 
prelude of action, is now in prog- 
ress about prices. It does not take 
avery sharp intelligence to conclude 
that in a little time, when the price 
problem has -grown more acute, 
price control will be resorted to. 
The control may be more or less 
extensive, more or less -informal. 
But some system of control is clear- 
ly on the cards. 


Thus far, the men in charge of 
the defense program have treated 
the price problem‘in a rather gin- 
gerly manner, formally setting 
prices only for second hand ma- 
chine tools. Indeed, the sole im- 
portant voice now raised in Wash- 
ington in favor of extensive price 
control is that of Bernard M. Ba- 
ruch. But Baruch deserves at- 
tention. With vast experience in 
the last war, he also knows the 
current wartime, picture, having 
been requested by the President to 
visit Washington weekly as a gen- 
eral White House adviser and elder 
statesman of the defense effort. 
Besides presenting his price theories 
to the President, Baruch has made 
them public, in an article in the 
Harvard Business Review. 

“There is no system of price con- 
trol that does not have its short- 
comings,” he wrote; “but no meth- 
od has yet been found that has so 
few as does that of placing a ceiling 
over all prices, above which they 
cannot rise but below which they 
are free to fall. When _ industry 
has reached full capacity and price 
fixing is admittedly necessary, this 
ceiling should be clamped down.” 


Unique Plan. 


N TALKING to the President 
| ana the other men in charge of 

the defense program, Baruch has 
made no gecret of his conviction 
that the time for “clamping the 
ceiling down is pretty nearly at 
hand.” He gets on well with Leon 
Henderson, head of the old Defense 
Commission's price division, and 
supported him for head of the new 
agency, formed out of the price di- 
vision and other Defense Commis- 
sion remnants, which soon will take 
charge of the defense program’s 
economic aspects. Under the cir- 
cumstances, it may be presumed 
that Baruch and Henderson agree 
as to fundamentals. But Hender- 
son, like the President, is extreme- 
ly reluctant even to consider em- 
barking on general price-fixing 
now. 

Accordingly, in the absence of 
Henderson, Who has been taking a 
holiday for his health, his subordi- 
nates have discussed an alternative 
plan which now is the center of 
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the price-fixing ferment. Briefly 
stated, it is to persuade Key in- 
dustries to lower prices slightly, 
while main wages at the 
same level. The notion is that in- 
dustrialists will like the plan be- 
cause wages will remain station- 
a —" labor will be satisfied 
w e guarantee against rising 
living costs. 

In theory, indeed, the plan is very 
pretty. It would not be econom- 
ically disruptive. It certainly would 
halt the inflationary spiral of rising 
prices, rising wages, prices raised 
again to meet the wages, and higher 
wages demanded to pay the prices. 
Unfortunately, it has too much 
flavor of the wish dream about it. 
While members of the Henderson 
division think their plan will be 
amiably received by industrialists 
and. labor leaders, officials of the 
priorities and production divisions 
of the OPM think business never 
will take it, and the disinclination 
of labor is even more strongly em- 
phasized by Sidney Hillman’s labor 
experts. 

The steel situation neatly exem- 
plifies the practical defects of the 
Henderson division’s plan. The 
steel workers want a substantial 
rise in wages, asserting that U. S. 
Steel made an ample profit last 
year to justify such an increase. 
The steel manufacturers reply that 
if the increase is much more than 
a quarter of the steel workers’ de- 
mand, it will wipe out the profits 
of marginal steel producers, and 
force a rise in steel prices. Here 
the upward spiral can already be 
seen in its first stage. And al- 
though the steel price is the basic 
industrial price in this country, no 
one seems to have a very definite 
idea of how to handle the matter, 
Liaison Schemes. 

HE guess may be hazarded that 

policy in such matters will never 

be more than improvised, s0 
long as production problems, labor 
problems and price problems are all 
treated in separate compartments. 
At the moment, search is on for the 
best form of liaison between the 
OPM and the new agency Hender- 
son is to head. One scheme is to 
make Henderson an ex-officio, non- 
voting member of the OPM. An- 
other is to name a liaison committee 
to work with Henderson composed 
of representatives of the four OPM 
branches, labor, production, pur- 
chasing and priorities. Unfortu- 
nately, the liaison effected by either 
scheme is likely to be pretty tenu- 


ous.

Anti-Trust Case. Out of Way, 
ASCAP Seeks Agreement 
With BMI, Radio Chains, 


MILWAUKEE, March 14 (AP). — 
The American Society of Composers 
Authors and Publishers—fined for 
anti-trust law violation and curbed 
by a consent decree—turned at- 
tention today to restoration of 
peace in the music industry. 

Imposition of $35,250 in fines yes- 
terday by United States District 
Judge F. Ryan Duffy closed the 
Government’s criminal case against 
ASCAP, its 26 officers and direc- 
tors, and 19 music houses. The 
Government charged ASCAP main- 
tained a monopoly. All defendants 
pleaded no contest. 

Previously, ASCAP had signed 
a consent decree whereby prac- 
tices which the Government deemed 
monopolistic would be stopped. A 
similar decree was signed by 
Broadcast Music, Inc. rival of 
ASCAP, the National Broadcasting 
Co. and the Columbia Broadcasting 
System. 

“Now all we have to do is sit 
down and come to an agreement 
with BMI and the radio chains,” 
said Gene Buck after ASCAP was 
fined, $5000 and he as president 
was fined $1500. “It’s just’ a mat- 
ter of price now.” 

At New York, steps were taken 
Wednesday by the National Asso~- 
ciation of Broadcasters to name a 
committee to meet with ASCAP 
representatives at an early date 
to consider fees for broadcasting 
ASCAP music. Its music has not 
been used by NBC and CBS since

At the time of 
the cop d'etat, Thailand, then 
Siam, was a feudal land. Superfi- 
cially, at least, it has emerged 
from that condition, though the 


ivestiges of the old order are every- 


where apparent. Education and 
modernization have made big 
strides in the cities and the larger 
towns. In the country, where the 
masses of the people live quiet, 
primitive lives, conditions are much 
as they have been for centuries. 


Voice of Army. 
Of the world’s dictators, Maj. Gen. 


old, is one of the youngest and cer- 
tainly the handsomest. As Pre- 
mier, Commander-in-Chief of the 
armiy, Minister of Foreign Affairs 
and Minister of Interior, Gen. Luang 
Pibula appears to be a one-man 
government. Actually, his power is 
not as absolute ag his multiplicity 
of titles would indicate. Like most 
of his race, he is a mild-mannered 
and compromising person who 
rides along with the tide and is 
easily swayed by the advice of 
those about him. He is the voice 
of the army, and that is what gives 
him his power. Three attempts to 
assassinate him have failed. 

Gen. Luang Pibula’s career is 
closely intertwined with the rise 
of the People’s party, that group 
of young revolutionists which came 
into power with the coup d'etat of 
1932. . Like his colleagues, Gen. 
Luang Pibula believed that Siam 
needed awakening to the benefits 
of democracy as practiced in Eng- 
land and America. King Prajadhi- 
pok, it will be remembered, ac- 
cepted the new situation without 
a struggle. Siam became*a con- 
stitutional monarchy, with a Peo- 


jple’s Assembly and other demo- 


cratic trappings. The People’s party 
made sure of continued control, 
however, by stipulating that for a 
10-year period, while the country 
was learning democratic ways, at 


least half of the members of the 
Assembly and the Government 
should be chosen from the party. 
This proviso recently was extended 
for another decade. 


Put Down Royalists. 


It was not until the second coup 
d’etat of 1933 that Gen. Luang 


Pibula, then a Colonel, came into 
real prominence, This revolt, also 
practically bloodless, grew out of 
the fact that Royalists in the Gov- 
ernment who had been intrusted 
with key posts put obstacles in the 
way of the People’s party program. 
Gen. Luang Pibula clinched his 
control when he suppressed a Roy- 
alist rebellion in the autumn of 


the same year. When the conspir- 
ators were tried, Gen. Luang Pibula 
declined to sanction any executions, 
None of the Royalist rebels got 
worse than life imprisonment. 

Gen. Luang Pibula’s - followers 
hold the majority of posts in the 
Cabinet, so there is little risk of 
veto. Some of them grumbled, 
however, when the Premier, on his 
own initiative, accepted Japanese 
mediation tf the Thailand-Indo- 
China dispute before the Cabinet 
had approved. Official announce- 
ment from Tokyo that Thailand 
had agreed put the Cabinet on the 
spot. -A meeting was called, and 
the Cabinet indorsed the Premier's 
action—three days late. 

There is an element in Thailand 
which believes the Government is 
not sufficiently democratic. Both 
are momentarily suppressed, but 
either may some day assert itself.

a creek, suffering loss of his left 
arm and collecting $4475 on three 
policies, and in January, 1938, he 
drove his car down an embank- 
ment, then dropped a 16-pound 
sledge hammer on his toe when he 
emerged unscatched-from ‘the au- 
tomobile “accident.” This injury 
paid him $100, he said. 

Johnston was quoted by Postof- 
fice Inspector O. C. H. Willard as 
admitting he bruised himself last 
December by bumping against tim- 
bers in a barn, then reported he had 
been struck by an automobile. When 
arrested he was at home in bed, 
waiting to collect on two accident 
policies calling for payments of $100 
a month during disability, Willard 
related. 

Injuries purportedly suffered in 
the accident were three. broken 
vertebrae, a broken arm. and a 
shoulder injury, Willard.said. This 
“accident” was planned by John- 
ston and another man, reported as 
driver of the car’ which “hit” John- 
ston, and the two were to have 
shared proceeds of a liability insur-

WAYNESVILLE, Mo., March 13,

site in her corner, sewing car- 

while the eight-day 
clock on its high shelf ticks loudly, 
as it has been ticking for 50 years. 
Each tick brings nearer the time 
when Aunt Mary Jane will lay 
aside her sewing and leave the 
home in which she has lived most 
of her years. Her land at Wild- 
wood has been taken over by the 
Government to serve the needs of 
Fort Leonard Wood. The house in 
which she expecied to spend the 
rest of her days is to be torn down 
or perhaps serve as a target for 
artillery fire. 

The house that stands by the side 
of the road has been home to Aunt 
Mary Jane in a truer sense than 
most houses are homes. She helped 
her husband build it on land that 
they had homesteaded. Working 
side by side, they took their living 
from the thin Ozark soil. They 
reared their children there and had 


their share of the simple satisfac- 


tions of life and their share of its 


sorrows. 


Five of their nine children died 
ani then, nearly four years ago, 
Amos Arington Franklin Thomson, 
called Frank by his neighbors, 83 
years old, passed away, and the 
wife was left alone. She was lone- 
ly without him, loneliest when she 
sat in her corner sewing carpet 


rags, because of the empty chair 
on the other side of the hearth, 
where he had been wont to sit and 


watch her. She carried on, though, 
for it was her nature to do that, 


keeping her cows and pigs and 
chickens, gatherin:; her fruit and 


raising her vegetables, spry in spite 


of her 77 years. ; 


Aunt Mary Jane is ready to go. 


For a week of sleepless nights she 
fought against going, but at the 
last she became reconciled to her 
loss and willing to make a new 
start among strangers, because she 
came to realize that the way of life 
that she had known at Wildwood 
would be destroyed. 
place she could keep the thin 
she held dear and go on untrouble 
to the end. 


In another 


There remained only one thing 


that made her sad. She could not 
bear to think of what it would have 
meant to “poor old Dad” if he had 
lived to see laid waste the home 
at Wildwood into which he had put 
his life’s endeavors. 


Wildwood, though its name is 


known in Pulaski County, doesn’t 
rate a mark on the Missouri map. 
It was a wildwood when Frank 
Thomson, homesteader, built a tiny 
store at the roadside. 
office that the Government estab- 


The post- 


lished there with Thomson as post- 
master was named Wildwood, in 
keeping with the surroundings. 
Through all the years it has re- 
mained a wildwood, with only the 
store and postoffice and home- 
stead to justify its name. Thomson 
laid claim to 160 acres, clearing 
part of the land for crops and 
keeping the remainder as range 
for his cattle and hogs. 

There were few homesteaders on 
the land that stretched southward 
between the Big Piney River and 
Roubidoux Creek. The soil gave 
back little for the toil that went 
into it, but there were crossties to 
be cut and there was game for the 
hunter and pelts for the trapper, 
and the Big Piney, then as now, was 
the fisherman’s dream come true. 
There were no settlements south of 
the highway that is now 66. A few 
small stores, called trading centers, 
supplied the needs of the home- 
steaders on the basis of barter, 
and the cash customers who camped 
along Big Piney to fish. Farther 
from the river, where Thomson had 
settled, there was no store, and 
that was why he opened one and 
was instrumental in having a post- 
office established there. 

Frank Thomson became a lead- 
er among the neighbors with whom 
he had cast his lot. He was better 
educated than most of them and 
they looked to him for the leader- 
ship that they needed in commu- 
nity matters. One of the things 
that the community needed was a 
new school district and a new 
school. The district was too large 
and the nearest school house, Union 
School, was four miles from Wild- 
wood. In order to have a new dis- 
trict created, the consent of the 
voters of three adjoining districts 
would have to be gained. 

Thomson walked over the three 
districts pleading with the settlers 
to vote for the proposition. It was 
defeated but Thomson wasn’t. As 
a result of his efforts the leading 
men of the districts had a confer- 
ence at Richland and “arbitrated” 
the question. It was agreed that 
the Wildwood area could have a 
school if the settlers would pay for 
it. 

“Let’s not go into debt for it,” 
said Thomson. “Let’s pitch in and 
build it.” 

So, the men got together and cut 
down the trees and hewed the logs 
and put up a one-room log house 
a “short mile” from Wildwood and 
called it Dry Creek School, The 
school house became the commu- 
nity center. Sunday school was held 
there and once a month there was 
preaching, if a preacher could be 
found. A preacher meant anybody 
passing through who wanted to

HERE were dances, too, though 

most of the settlers were Bap- 

tists and frowned on such friv- 
olity. They were held in homes be- 
cause it was not considered 
“fittin’” for dances to be held in 
the school house that served as a 
church as well, 

That was the life that Wildwood 
knew and the life that was known 
throughout the area of 68,000 acres 
which comprise the camp and 
training grounds of what is now 
Fort Leonard Wood. Up to the 
time that the area was chosen for 
the fort there had been little 
change except that the building of 
roads had made life less primitive. 

Such change as occurred did not 

ave much effect upon Frank 
Thomson, farmer, storekeeper, 
postmaster and school teacher, and 
it was according to his wish that 
he spent his last days in the home- 
stead that he had built by the side 
of the road, sitting on his porch 
when the days were warm and greet- 
ing the neighbors who passed, sit- 
ting at the far side of the hearth 
when the days were cool and 
watching “Mother” as she sewed 
her carpet rags. 

It was according to his wish 
that, when his time came, he died 
in the house in which he had lived 
and was buried on high ground at 
Rolling Heath, four miles away. 
Dying, he had no other thought 
than that “Mother” would live on 
at the old home place and die there 
and be buried beside him on‘ Roll- 
ing Heath. It was an expectation 
that was shared by the widow, who 
found relief from her loneliness by 


taking up with a valiant spirit the 
tasks that “Dad” had left for her 
hands to do. 

Then, a few months ago, the 
great change came that was to put 
an end to the pleasant way of life 
at Wildwood and all the region be- 
tween the Big Piney and Roubidoux 
Creek and even beyond the creek. 

Sitting in her corner, stitching as 
she talks, Aunt Mary Jane tells 


about how it started and what it 


has brought to pass. 

“We didn’t know anything about 
it,” she says, “till it was right on 
us. First thing, a man came tak- 
ing our names. I didn’t think any- 
thing of that. Then other men 
came and took options. They said 
the Government was going to build 
a fort down there in the woods 
and would need our land. What- 
ever the Government wanted a fort 
for was more than I could under- 
stand, for Pulaski County has al- 
ways been a peaceful place. 

“Then the appraisers came and 
named the price that they thought 
our place was worth. Dad wouldn't 
have liked to see strahge men 
walking over the place and putting 
down the figures that they thought 
it was worth because the place 
always meant more than money to 
him. The price that they named 
was tol’able fair and it seemed 
anyhow that we didn’t have any- 
thing to say about it, so we sold 
out to them like all our neighbors 
did. 


“At first I felt awful bad about 
it. Poor old Dad homesteaded this 
place. It ain’t much of a piace, but 
he put on it everything that’s here. 
It was his home and mine, and I 
hated to give it up. Then the Gov- 
ernment began to come in and I 
saw that it was all for the best. 
Everything was going to be 
changed. It wouldn’t be like home 
any more, even if I could stay. Ev- 
erything is changed already. The 
way of life that we knew and loved 
is gone. It used to be quiet and

They wanted to die on the place 
where they have lived nearly all 
their lives, but they have to go. 
I’m sorry for them. They hate to 
get out among strangers and so do 
I. I don’t know anyone where I’m 
going to live. I hate to leave a’! 
my good neighbors here, but I 
reckon I'll find good neighbors 
there, too. 

“As things are here now, a body 
might as well not have any neigh- 
bors. I never get out and not 
many neighbors come to see me 
any more. I suppose they are get- 
ting ready to move. Besides, if 
they are anything like me, they 
are afraid to travel the roads. 


“T wish sometimes that we had 
the old times back again. Life 
was no harder then than now. We 
had to work hard but we raised 
our own livin’ and we weren't wor- 
ried about starvin’ as people are 
now. We had plenty of firewood 
and we raised our own cotton and 
made our workin’ clothes, and our 
Sunday clothes didn’t cost much. 

“Neighbors were friendlier then 
than they are now, especially in 
case of sickness, We didn’t have 
the doctor very often. For the 
chills, which was what we had 
mostly, we took ditney tea, made 
from the herbs that we gathered 
in the woods, and quinine. I don’t 
know whether it did any good, but 
we generally got well. 

“Folks thought when I sold this 
place I would live in town, but I 
couldn't do that. I want to be 
where I can have my cows and 
pigs and chickens and make gar- 
den. A place in town wouldn't be 
home to me. I want to keep busy. 
Then I'll be satisfied. I always 
said where my husband went I 
would go and be satisfied. I want- 
ed my family to be satisfied wheth- 
er I was or not. Now there’s no-
